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SUBJECT: GUATEMALAN CONCERNS ABOUT BELIZE 

1. FOREIGN MINISTER MOLINA ORANTES CALLED IN CHARGE 

AFTERNOON AUGUST 29 TO DISCUSS GOVERNMENT'S CONCERN 

ABOUT EVOLUTION OF BELIZE ISSUE. MOLINA SHOWED CHARGE 

REPORT DATED AUGUST 27 FROM GUATEMALAN CONSUL GENERAL 

IN BELIZE REPORTING VISIT OF DEPUTY PREMIER ROGERS 

AND OF MINISTER OF ECONOMIC PLANNING AND ATTORNEY GENERAL 

SHOMAN TO LIMA NONALIGNED CONFERENCE. REPORT STATED 

THT SHOMAN ON WAY TO LIMA HAD GONE VIA MEXICO TO CUBA WHERE 

HE HAD MET FOREIGN MINISTER RAUL ROA IN ATTEMPT TO OBTAIIN 

CUBAN SUPPORT FOR BELIZEAN CAUSE. FOREIGN MINISTER STATED 

THAT GOG HAD ALWAYS BEEN PARTICULARLY CONCERNED 

ABOUT SECURITY THREAT TO GUATMALA OF AN INDEPENDENT 

BELIZE UNDER LEFTIST CONTROL. CUBA COULD USE BELIZE 

AS "A BEACHHEAD FOR INFILTRATION OF GUATEMALA AND 

CENTRAL AMERICA AS A WHOLE” . PRESIDENT LAUGERUD HIM 

SELF WAS CONCERNED ABOUT THIS DEVELOPMENT AND WISHED 

US GOVERNMENT TO BE INFORMED ABOUT IT. CHARGE STATED THAT HE HAD 
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COULD NEITHER CONFIRM NOR DENY REPORT OF HIS MEETING WITH 
ROA. 

2. FOREIGN MINISTER CONTINUED THAT GOG WAS SERIOUSLY 
CONCERNED ABOUT DEVELOPMENTS AT CURRENT LIMA NONALIGNED 
CONFERENCE AS WELL AS AT FORTHCOMING UNGA. HE STATED 
THAT GUATEMALA HAD BEEN UNSUCCESSFUL IN ITS EFFORTS TO 
OBTAIN OBSERVER STATUS AT THE LIMA CONFERENCE (THIRD- 
RANKING FONOFF, LUIS AYCINENA, HAS BEEN IN LIMA FOR 
ALMOST A WEEK IN UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT TO OBTAIN SUCH 
STATUS). GOG'S INFORMATION IS THAT LIMA NONALIGNED 
CONFEREES ARE SCHEDULED TO VOTE THIS AFTERNOON ON A 
RESOLUTION URGING FULL INDEPENDENCE FOR BELIZE. 

IF SUCH RESOLUTION WERE PASSED AT LIMA. IT WOULD FORE- 
SHADOW A SIMILAR RESOLUTION BEING PRESENTED IN UNGA 
BY NONALIGNED GROUP. PASSAGE OF ANY SUCH RESOLUTION 
AT UN WOULD PRESENT GUATEMALA WITH "DIFFERENT DECISIONS." 

3. CHARGE PROMISED REPORT TO WASHINGTON CONCERNS OF 
GOG AND PRESIDENT LAUGERUD. 

4. COMMENT: FOREIGN MNISTER GAVE SINCERE IMPRESSION OF 
BELIEVING IN POTENTIAL SECURITY THREAT TO 
GUATEMALA FROM BELIZE. IN ADDITION TO SEEKING TO OBTAIN 
US HELP IN INFLUENCING UNGA DEVELOPMENTS, SEEMS POSSIBLE 
GOG IS SEEKING TO BUILD CASE WITH US GOVERNMENT AS 
JUSTIFICATION FOR EVENTUAL POSSIBLE MILITARY ACTION 

OF SOME KIND AGAINST BELIZE IF UNFAVORABLE UNGA RESOLUTION 
IS PASSED. 
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
